Strawberries, which have been 
selling in St. Louis recently at re- 
tail prices ranging up to 50 cents 
a pint, will come under a price 
ceiling of 34 cents a pint, effec- 
tive tomorrow, William K. Burlen, 
Office of Price Administration 
price executive here, announced 
today. The ceiling will obtain for 
one week, after which the price 
may be lowered as shipments in- 
crease. 

Produce merchants said_ the 
strawberry crop, buffeted by 
wind, rain and cold weather, prob- 
ably would be one of the smallest 
in recent years. Only one carload 
arrived yesterday, and none was 
scheduled for today. The ceiling 
price reflects the size of the crop. 
In normal years 25 cents a pint 
regarded as a “good” retail 
price. Some years the price has 
been as low as 15 cents a pint.

NEW YORK, May 3.—With the 
introduction of the first witness 
today in the trial of Gert Hans 
von Gontard, German-born, Nazi-

All levees in 
that area that are still holding 
have been considerably weakened, 
because the river has remained at 
hight stationary levels for about 
72 hours. 

Some concern was felt by flood 
workers in the Missouri valley 
when reports arrived that the 
Grand River in the central part 
of the State had risen as much 
as 14 feet in some sections in 24 
hours. Flood waters from this 
river, pouring into the Missouri 
near Brunswick, undoubtedly will 
have some effect on the Missouri 
River, Wahlgren ‘said, probably 
forming a “hump”: of water that 
will flatten out considerably by 
the time it reaches St. Charles. 

In addition to water from the 
Grand, there is a heavy flow of 
flood waters from the Osage River 
pouring into the Missouri, en- 
gineers reported. Coast Guards- 
men were standing by for duty. 

62 Counties Hit By Floods. 

The floods in nearby rivers af- 
fected 62 counties in Missouri and 
Tilinois, the Midwestern area head- 
quarters of the American ~-Red 
Cross .announced today at the 
completion of a survey of flood 
damage. About 1,302,000 acres 
were inundated. with crops on 
675,000 acres destroyed. 

Ten persons lost their lives and 
Six others were injured in the 
swollen streams, the survey 
showed. 

The number of families affect- 
ed by the flood is 6865, and of 
these 3561 are being aided by the 
Red Cross, which said that 1745 
families will need rehabilitation. 

Forty-two houses were destroyed 
and 1971 homes were damaked by 
the high water. The Red Cross is 
operattne 23 group shelters in the 
area and is giving emergency 
shelter to 2979 persons and feed- 
ing 4356. Besides the homes, 930 
other buildings were destroyed and 
5588 other buildings were dam- 
aged the report stated. 

Warning on Typhoid. 

Warnings to residents of flood- 
ed areas to take the necessary pre- 
cautions in cleaning wells and cis- 
terns of flood water were issued 
by the Missouri Board of Health, 
which recommended that all per- 
sons residing in flood areas be im- 
munized against typhoid fever. 

Army Engineers announced there 
. would be a public hearing at 10 
a.m. June 1 in the Federal Build- 
ing at Twelfth boulevard and Mar- 
ket street in St. Louis to consider 
the advisability of providing a de- 
pendable 12-foot channel depth in 
the Mississippi River between 
Minneapolis, Minn., and Cairo, IIl., 
to improve navigation, as recom- 
mended by the Committee on Riv- 
ers and Harbors of the House of 
Representatives.

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CONVENTION FOR 
NEW SAFEGUARD 
UN SCHOOL FUNDS 


Would Require Liquida- 
tion of Realty Loans, 
Reinvestment in Gov- 
ernment Bonds.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 3.—A 
new system to safeguard handling 
of county school funds, designed 
to prevent County Courts from 
squandering these funds by mak- 
ing worthless real estate loans to 
relatives and politicians, was voted 
by the Constitutional Convention 

yesterday. 

The proposal would require 
liquidation of all outstanding real- 
ty loans, without extension, and 
the reinvestment of the funds in 
registered bonds of the United 
States, bonds of the State of Mis- 
souri, its municipalities and school 
districts, or in securities guaran- 
teed by the Government. 

This plan, if adopted by the 
voters, would replace the existing 
constitutional provision, which re- 
quires the investment of county 
school funds by the County Court 
in unencumbered real estate val- 
ued at twice the amount of the 
loan, with additional personal se- 
curity. 


The p-esent system has been so. 


abused that school] funds in many 
counties have been seriously de- 
pleted. In advocating adoption 
of the new safeguards, Delegate 
Claude Arnold of Puxico told the 
convention that it was a common 
practice for County Judges to use 
the school funds as a “political 
football,” making loans to pay off 
political debts to persons who 
could not obtain a loan from a 
bank, without requiring sufficient 


security to protect the investment. 
Abuses by County Court. 

As an example, it was disclosed 
in 1939 that the St. Louis County 
Court had lent $35,000 in school 
funds on property purchased for 
$15,200, and had lent £30,000 on a 
group of mostly undeveloped lots 
valued at $22,000. In 1935 auditors 
investigating St. Louis County 
‘school fund loans of $301,000 found 
loans of $120,000 were delinquent. 

The new section also provides 
that any county, on a majority 
vote, may distribute the proceeds 
of liquidated loans as they are re- 
|ceived, if authorized by the Legis- 
‘lature. The present Constitution 
‘prohibits use of the principal in 
these funds. 


The St. Louis Board of Educa- 
tion has followed the practice for 
many years of investing its perma- 
nent school funds in government, 
state and municipal bonds, in- 
terpreting the present constitu- 
tional provision as not restricting 
ithe investment of the funds to 
real estate. The city’s school fund, 
‘which has been built up from 
'$1800 in 1897 to more than four 
‘million dollars produces about 
$180,000 a year for the schools. 
The board receives about $60,000 
a year in fines, penalties, forfeit- 
ures and excess Probate Court 
fees, which it adds to its unim- 
paired principal and uses only the 
income. 

Equal Pay for Teachers. 


The convention adopted by a 


‘vote of 28 to 25 a provision de- 


signed to force all school districts 
to pay the same salaries to white 
and Negro teachers having equal 
training and experience. The sec- 
tion provides that any district 
which discriminates against Negro 
teachers in the matter of salary 
will be ineligible to receive state 
school funds. The provision was 
adopted under an amendment pro- 
posed by Delegate Richard J. 
Fitzgibbon of St. Louis.

tion authorizing the Legislature 
to grant state aid for maintenance 
of free public libraries. Chairman 
Alva F. Lindsay of the Education 
Committee told.the delegates that 
Missouri ranked near the bottom 
among states in the number of 
public libraries.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Discussion of movie admission prices 
for teen-age children brings up the 
whole question of motion pictures and 
their effect upon young minds. 

As film showing is at present set up, 
children receive no special considera- 
tion as a picture show audience. All 
theaters show all types of pictures to 
all comers, Feature pictures carry, on 
the whole, an adult appeal, and even 
those intended primarily for juveniles 
are likely to be highly dramatized to 

- reconcile grown-ups to them. This fact, 
combined with the double-feature policy 
and the inclusion of highly tense or emo- 
tional preview scenes, produces a sit- 
uation in which it is rarely possible to 
select a motion picture show whose im- 
pact upon an immature mind is not to 
some degree unwholesome. 

The habitual and undiscriminating at- 
tendance of children at picture shows 
continually projects them into social 
and moral situations unsuited to their 
years. What dwarfing of their sense of 
values, what stunting of their creative 
imaginations this mental indigestion 
may lead to is anyone's guess. 

The educational possibilities of motion 
pictures are very great, and the time 
will come when they will be a real 
stimulus to the intellectual and cultural 
growth of our young people. That time 
can only be delayed by the insensibil- 
-ity of parents to the mischief inherent 
in the present arrangement and their 
docility in uncritically accepting it.

A Challenge to Congress 


“It is time,” the President of the United States 
told Congress, “to extend planning to a wider 
field, in this instance comprehending in one great 
project many states directly concerned with the 
basin of one of our greatest rivers.” The words 
referred to the Tennessee Valley and were spoken 
in 1933; but they apply, with even greater force 
than at their first use, to the Missouri Valley 
and to the present day. 

Now the Tennessee Valley experiment is an ex- 
periment no longer, but an established success. 
It has demonstrated that a river valley can best 
be developed under one agency and according to 
one plan—for the control of floods, for naviga- 
tion, for electric power production, for reforesta- 
tion, for the control of erosion and the building 
up of the soil, for—if the land requires it—ir- 
rigation. 

It is now the time of which President Roosevelt 
spoke in his message to Congress in 1933 when 
he said: “If we are successful here we can 
march on, step by step, in a like development of 
other great natural territorial units within our 
borders.” 

In an address over KSD yesterday, the man 
who, more than any other, has been responsible 
for the successful carrying out of the Tennessee 
Valley program, told in broad outline how the 
plan which has brilliantly succeeded in one valley 
of the Southeast can be applied to the Midwest’s 
Missouri Valley. The words of David E, Lilien- 
thal, chairman of TVA, are like a challenge to 
the Senators and Representatives of the Missouri 
Valley states—Montana and Wyoming, North and 
South Dakota, Nebraska, Colorado, Kansas, Mis- 
souri—to show a vision and a determination as 
great as this region and its indivisible future. 

Mr. Lilienthal spoke of conflicts of interests, 
and in the Missouri Valley they are grievous. 
Navigation and irrigation interests are engaged 
in a race for priorities on water, and flood con- 
trol suffers because of it. “That sort of pulling 
and hauling,” the TVA chairman pointed out, 
“goes on everywhere.” But it is resolved only 
when decisions are taken out of the hands of 
politicians and competing Federal agencies, and 
are entrusted to an organization which can do 
the job. As Mr, Lilienthal said: 

It was to be part of the TVA’s job to find 

a way of harmonizing those apparently con- 
flicting interests. When you get down to 
cases, engineers and managers who have un- 
divided responsibility to do so can resolve 
those conflicts. Handled this way, most of 
them disappeared in our region, 

The conflict is not being solved in the’ Missourl 
Valley, but is being made worse, by the competi- 
tion among Government agencies for a finger in 
the pie. The genius of the Tennessee Valley 
plan was, as Mr. Lilienthal wrote in his book, 
“TVA—Democracy on the. March,” that “it was 
not conceded that at the hour of Creation the 
Lord had divided and classified natural resources 
to conform to the organization chart of the Fed- 
eral Government. What God had made as one, 
man was to develop as one.” 

Yet here in our valley the old mistakes are 
being repeated as if they had never been found 
out—the Army Engineers working on the Mis- 
sourl River for flood control and navigation, the 
Reclamation Bureau working on it for irrigation, 
the Fegleral Power Commission working on it 
for power production, 

Now our valley is devastated by the very water 
which, under engineering control, could make 
our dry lands prosper, carry our commerce and 
produce low-cost electric power while at the 
game time our people could: be protected from 
the almost annual floods. Mississippi River inun- 
dationg could be materially reduced by control 
of the Missouri River.

Duty in a Solemn Hour 


When the executive council of the American 
Federation of Labor said in a statement yester- 
day, “Thig is no time to strike,” it commented 
eloquently on one of the gravest conditions ever 
to confront the United States. 

These days are the prelude to the great in- 
vasion; to the stroke which, if it goes well, will 
in time end the war and save thousands and 
even millions of American lives. Thousands of 
young men from St. Louis and Springfield and 
Jefferson City and Chicago and New Orleans— 
from all over America—stand solemnly today on 
the British Isles, looking with determination and 
courage toward the ruthless enemy, almost 
visible through the mists of the English Channel, 


It is a time of indescribable gravity; a time | 


when thousands who have mothers and fathers, 
wives and children here at home, are prepared 
to do their duty even to death. 

To them, the people at home owe the utmost 
devotion. To strike now, to falter, to quibble, 
to cheat, to profiteer, to fail them in their hour 
of trial by fire, is to betray them. 
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The Death Sentence for Dogs 

There is a fair way to handle the dog problem 
and at the same time protect the public’s health 
against the spread of rabies. This fair way is not 
the indiscriminate slaughter of dogs. 


The first step in dog control is the quarantine, 
properly adopted by St. Louis and most county 
communities. This means that dogs may not run 
at large. Dogs running at large not only are ex- 
posed to rabies, which they may transmit to other 
dogs and to persons, but also may become a 
general nuisance, damaging and destroying prop- 
erty. 

The phase of dog control that has aroused 
resentment is the city’s regulation requiring that 
any dog caught running at large, with or without 
a license, is to be disposed of. This denies the 
owner the right to retrieve the dog by payment 
of the pound fee, purchase of a license or other 
compliance with the law. 

The dog caught on the street, regardless of the 
circumstances, is condemned* to death. The 
medical theory behind this is that the dog may 
have been exposed to rabies and that the fact 
cannot be determined in a reasonable period of 
observation. 

Regulations in the county communities gen- 
erally permit the recovery of impounded dogs, 
with proper precautions, gi dis is more humane 


than the drastic city regulation which means 
death to many a lost family pet. 

Is it not possible for the health authorities to 
devise measures that will adequately protect the 
public health without the arbitrary death sen- 
tence for the puppy’ which may escape from his 
back yard or inadvertently stray away? 
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Compromise With Spain 

The terms of the Anglo-American agreement 
with Spain, just completed after three months of 
discussion, are less favorable to the Allies (which 
means more favorable to the Axis) than the 
American people had hoped they would be. 

They are also less favorable than our Gov- 
ernment expected, as the State Department 
acknowledges in explaining that the provisions 
on wolfram were accepted “on the urgent re- 
quest of the British Government.” Our Govern- 
ment had sought a complete embargo on ship- 
ments of this material from Spain to Germany. 
A London report of last week said a 90 per cent 
reduction was expected. Actually, the reduction 
agreed upon is 75 per cen® 

Wolfram is the ore of tungsten, used in harden- 
ing steel, and highly important in munitions 
production. If Spanish shipments had been 
cut off 100 per cent, it would have been a 
serious blow to the Nazis. As it is, Spain has in- 
creased its production so greatly, under the 
stimulus of German orders and Allied “preclu- 
sive” buying, that even a reduction of 75 per cent 
permits more wolfram to reach the Reich than it 
received early in the war. 

The Spaniards do agree to certain measures 
favorable to the Allies, such as expulsion of Axis 
agents, release of five Italian vessels, closing of 
Axis agencies in Tangier, and they have with- 
drawn (or say they hdve withdrawn) their forces 
from the Russian front, In return, they receive 
a big favor: lifting of the British-American oil 
embargo. This was not, properly speaking, a 
real embargo, for it developed that it did not 
apply to packaged oil, but resumption of the 
tanker trade is nevertheless a boon to Franco. 

This deal ig sure to produce questioning in 
Allied countries. We have compromised with a 
Fascist government. Why? Turkey cut off all 
chrome shipments to Germany, while Spain can 
still ship wolfram to Germany. Why? The 
agreement fails to provide for stopping Falangist 
propaganda, espionage and sedition in Latin 
America. Why? 

Perhaps this is the hest deal that could be 
made, But, despite the claim of United Nations 
gains made by Anthony Eden, it represents an- 
other diplomatic victory for Franco, who has 
constantly aided the Axis while keeping up a 
pretense of neutrality,

It will, however, provide a helpful basis 
for discussion at the internationnl monetary 
conference which it is proposed to call 
shortly with a view to formulating a def- 
inite plan, Any agreement then reached 
would be submitted for approval to Con- 
gress and the governments of other par- 
ticipating nations, 

Although omitting many Important mat- 


ters of detail, the text of the general state- 
ment just given to the public indicates that 
the experts lean toward acceptance of a 
modified version of the White currency plan 
instead of the Keynes proposal. 


Opposition to the latter plan has been 
very strong in this country, in good part 
because the method of fixing quotas would 
involve potentially huge commitments for 
the United States, whereas under the White 
plan and the latest proposal the size of 
the stabilization fund and the extent of 
our participation in it would be much 
more restricted, 


When to Set It Up 


These and other differences of approach 
will undoubtedly give rise to further dis- 
cussion before the draft of a final agree- 
ment can be reached. 


Moreover, it is still an open question 
whether this country wants to enter into 
any sort of stabilization agreement at this 
juncture, 


Most people appreciate the importance 
of an orderly system of international. ex- 
changes that would avert postwar monetary 
chaos and facilitate a rapid revival of trade 
among nations. Profound differences of 
opinion exist, however, concerning the 
feasibility of setting up a mechanism for 
achieving exchange stability during the im- 
mediate postwar period, 

At that time, many countries will be 
struggling to restore internal stability; the 
purchasing power of their currencies will 
be a matter of guesswork; their financial 
affairs will be in disorder; there will be 
no way of knowing what their future buy- 
ing capacity is likely to be. Consequently a 
formidable group of critics has arisen to 
cast doubt on the opportuneness of stabili- 
zation proposals, 


Some critics challenge the need for any 
plan, arguing that during the postwar tran- 
sition period countries will chiefly require 
direct aid, and direct loans for rehabilita- 
tion purposes, 


Critics also fear that the proposed stabil- 


ization fund might be diverted to financing 
extraordinary long-term capital needs and 
thus become frozen, Unstable exchanges, 
they say, are a reflection of unsound in. 
ternal conditions calling for correction, and 
many critics belleve that the reforma nec- 
essary to create the internal order required 
to maintain currency stability would be 
delayed by setting up any kind of stabili- 
zation mechanism, 


One thing is certain: the United States 
as the world’s chief creditor nation has 
most to lose from the failure of an inter- 
national stabilization plan. Whatever we 
may decide to do, therefore, it is essential 
for us to protect ourselves against the pos- 
sibility of a breakdown of the plan that 
would leave us holding the bag stuffed with 
worthless IOU’s of debtor participants. 


The Key-Country Alternative 


It is significant that many of our lead- 
ing economists, including Dr. John H, Wil- 
liams, vice-president of the New York Fed- 
eral Reserve. Bank, have sharply criticised 
both the White and Keynes plans and 
expressed doubts. about the wisdom of 
adopting any genéral stabilization plan 
when world conditions are so unpredict- 
able. 


The most frequently mentioned alterna- 
tive solution is the so-called “key-country” 
approach, such as an arrangement to stabil- 
ize the dollar-sterling rate and gradually 
bring other countries into the plan, 


Another factor to keep in mind in ap- 
praising the worth of any international 
stabilization proposal is its possible effect 
upon domestic credit policies. All the pro- 
posals that have been under examination 
would inflate the money supply of a cred- 
itor country, such as the United States, un- 
less restrictive credit-eontrol policies were 
instituted to counteract their effect. 


We hope, therefore, that the projected 
conference will not be devoted exclusively 
to working out details of a stabilization 
program along the general lines already 
laid down, but that it will weigh carefully 
the risks of such an undertaking and con- 
sider the merits of alternative methods of 
introducing order into the currency chaos 
that is bound to confront the world when 
peace returns. 


Flight Strips Will Be Useful 


From the New York Times, 


After the war we shall need a greatly 
expanded airport system. This will mean 
much larger fields for the use of commer- 
cial airliners, For the convenience of the 
private flyer, a number of interesting plans 
have been suggested. One of these is an 
extension of the system of “flight strips.” 

A flight strip is not an airport in the 
accepted sense, but merely a surface land- 
ing area contiguous to a highway. It dif- 
fers from the airport in that it is not sep- 
arately financed, directed or maintained; 
its construction and maintenance are a 
function of highway departments, 


A 


The chairman of the Civil Aeronautics 
Board recently told a meeting of state high- 
way officials that in order to realize the 
greatest usefulness of both highways and 
airports, landing fields should be closely 
connected with through highways. Flight 
strips fulfill this condition ideally. They 
have much to recommend them, in addi- 
tion, because in many instances the neces- 
sary easements and contiguous areas are 
already controlled by the highway depart- 
ments, Which also have the necessary ma- 
chinery and training to lay and maintain 
the strip. 


American Customs and Foibles 


In Daily Life of Earlier Eras 


‘The Way Our People Lived,” by W. E. Woodward, 
(KE. P. Dutton & Co., New York.) 


When W. E. Woodward was writing his 
“New American History,” published in 1936, 
it dawned on him that there was really 
very little in it about the American people 
themselves. So he has written a book en- 
tirely about their daily lives, their homes, 
what they ate, what they wore, how they 
traveled, the customs they observed. There 
isn’t a “great man” in it, or a war or a 
word about politics, but there is an abund- 
ance of odd and fascinating facts, such as: 


The colonists used only knives and 
spoons at table; no forks. This meant much 
use of the fingers, and many napkina. 

Envelopes did not come into use until 
1839; before that, letters were folded, sealed 
with wax and the addresses were written 
on the backa, 


The lawyer was a social pariah in Amert- 
ca until far along in the eighteenth century, 

Virginia hospitality was so overwhelming 
that gentlemen sometimes waited on horse- 
back along the road to invite travelers to 
their homes. But in New England, the 
Sheriff warned new arrivals to conduct 
themselves properly or be expelled. 

People of the 1750s kept warm in a gare 
ment called a whittle—a cross between a 
shawl and a blanket, worn across the 
shoulders, 

China dishes were long considered too 
fragile for use, and were placed around 
the house as ornaments. The well-to-do 
had pewter or silver dishes; other people 
used pottery. 

Wallpaper at first was shunned as poison- 
ous, because of the chemicals ysed in its 
making. It did not become popular until 
after the Civil War. 

A gold-seeker of 1849 was considered im- 
properly dressed if his shirt wasn’t a red 
woolen one, 

The first telephone users (1878) were in- 
structed to answer calls with “Ahoy, ahoy.” 


The author presents his facts in fiction- 
al episodes, which transport the reader to 
such varied scenes as Boston in 1652, a Vir- 
ginia plantation in 1713, New York in 1750, 
Philadelphia in 1776, Chicago just before 
the fire. The reader goes on a rail and 
canal boat trip from New York to Cincin- 
nati in 1836, travels to California with the 
'49ers and takes a spin with a 1908 motorist, 
complete with goggies and. duster. 

The settings, costumes and manners of 
all these stages in our history are vividly 
reproduced, The effect is much like that 
of looking at a skillfully done period room 
or a historical diorama, But the characters 
who move through these scenes are pure 
cardboard, and the dialogue is some of the 
most insipid since the Rollo books. There 
is one exception: the South Carolina mill 
village of 1887, which is an autobiographical 
account, filled with real people and reaj 
life. 

That the other people aren’t real makes 
little difference, however. The writer uses 
them merely as a device for presenting a 
mass of data about life in earlier days, 
and a demonstration of the sweeping 
changes that the nation’s inventiveness and 
progress have brought. His research in a 
neglected field has produced an absorbingly 
interesting book. FERD GO

ASE C-236: Jason H., aged probably 60, is a reader of a 
x certain metropolitan newspaper which runs this psychology 

column. He wrote a letter of protest to his editor, who for- 
warded it to me. I am reproducing the letter verbatim to show 
you the attitudes, plus the tendency to beat about the bush, 
which belonged to the Tennysonian age. Preserve this letter 
for historical purposes. Many of the sex books you have read 
in past years have been just as vague and full of circumlocu- 
tions as this missive: 

“Dear Sir: I suggest that articles of the nature of many 
by Dr. Crane, do not belong in a public medium of general 
information and family use, claiming the confidence of discreet- 
minded citizens, and their children and associates, men and 
women of decent aspirations who wish to retain a respect for 
personal privacy where such courtesy is indicated. The value 
of a medium of social and personal centact is destroyed by 
such unregulated intrusion of inappropriate public revelations, 
which are not wanted by right minded, right thinking persons, 
who feel that an attitude of courtesy and respect is due to 
those who have so much claim to our highest ideals, and that 
they should be protected. The right does not exist for any 
medium of general circulation, and loudly claiming our confi- 
dence, to tear away the shelter which centuries of practiced 
courtesy have built around personal privacy and basic idealism 
in regard to womanhood, and which all decent people, without 
exception, wish to preserve. I would remind you that you have 
an obligation, if not a desire, to preserve and respect the basic 
values which are first among the essentials of social relations, 
and I speak for a wide circle of reflecting people who are 
strongly inclined to protect themselves against such unprin- 
cipled invasion. Yours sincerely, JASON H.”

TRANSLATED INTO succinct modern language, what 
Jason is trying to say might be phrased as follows: “I resent 
gr. Crane’s cases dealing with sex. A newspaper should not 
print articles about such private matters. You as the editor 
are helping break down public morality by running Dr. Crane’s 
column.” Jason writes like many an author of college text- 
books, and he reflects an attitude that might be expected 
among the older generation. His criticism is the thirteenth 
letter in eight years that I have received from readers con- 
demning my frank, scientific discussion of sex problems. In 
addition, I understand that 10 of the editorial staff of the 
Columbus Citizen and seven journalism students at Ohio State 
University vigorously vetoed my article dealing with venereal 
diseases, so the grand total is now exactly 30 complaints. If 
more of you readers don’t like my column but are too tactful 
to say so, please speak up. Kick about it to the editor. If you 
prefer newspaper columns of the sort which Jason apparently 
relishes, then request them from your editor, for he tries to 
give you what you wish. Besides, I get no vacation from this 
column, as Pegler, Winchell, et al. take from theirs, and in 
addition, I always have a huge stack of unanswered letters to 
oppress my spirits. In fact, I haven’t drawn a free breath in 
the eight years I’ve been writing this column, so if it doesn’t 
meet a public need, then I'l] gladly take a much desired 
vacation.

My Neighbor Says: 

The seeding of lawns should 
take place as soon as the soi] can 
be walked on without sticking to 
the feet, or rolled without its ad- 
hering to the roller. It is very 
important that the seed shall 
come into close contact with the 
soil. It may be tamped into the 
ground with ‘the feet if small 
spots are being reseeded, but new 
lawns should be rolled, and rolil- 
ing early in the spring is good 
for old lawns, too. The seeds 
need not be covered as long as 
cool weather remains, but they 
must be pressed into the soil if 
they are to germinate promptly. 


Frozen Cheese Salad 

One-half pound cottage cheese, 
one-fourth pound Gorgonzola, one 
tablespoon chopped chives, cream, 
one-half teaspoon Worcestershire 
sauce, salt and pepper.

CIENTIFIC dietetics is a fair- 
S ly new subject and a lot of 

people who have just learned 
its elements are exploiting the 
public by preaching what they 
seem to think is its message, 
which amounts to warnings that 
everybody is eating the wrong 
thing. Also anything you like to 
eat is bad for you. Neither of 


which are really science at all. 
I quote as an instance a letter 


- received at my desk: 


“The 60 plus women in the Red 
Cross dietetics class which I teach 
agreed that their chief difficulty 
lay in getting enough yellow vege- 
tables and green leafy vegetables 
on their tables into their families.” 

A little learning is a dangerous 
thing. 
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MODERN DIETETIC lectures 
give an enormous amount of em- 
phasis to the virtues of carrots 
and spinach and turnip tops and 
chard. And the acolytes get it 


.all out of proportion and think 


the whole world should eat large 
gobs of this rabbit food at every 
meal, 

My spy system tells me that the 
carrots and greens movement is 
sponsored by such eminent sclen- 
tists as Lady Mendl, the Duchess 
of Windsor and Mrs. Harrison 
Williams. But, as Chesterton said: 
“Let us not put a simple salad 
into a complex old lady; let us 
put a complex entree into a simple 
old lady.” 

My correspondent goes on to 
gay: “I belong to an organization 
which serves meals for other 
groups. The men whom we serve 
think of a good meal in terms of 
meat, potatoes, gravy and PIE! 
Apple pie, she adds, “is what she 
means,” 

And what, may I ask, is the 
matter with meat, potatoes, gravy 
and pie? “Perish forbid,” as Ar- 
chie says, that the American table 
should desert meat and potatoes 
and gravy and pie. They built the 
Union Pacific, they conquered the 
wilderness, they made the plains 
to rustle with wheat and to throng 
with cattle, 
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MEAT AND POTATOES and 
gravy and pie have everything. 
Begin with meat. According to 
the very best scientific authority— 
I quote Dr, William Rose, profes- 
sor of biochemistry at the Univer- 
sity of Illinois, “Of the 22 gener- 
ally recognized amino acids which 
make up the protein molecule of 
diets, nine are necessary for 
growth and maintenance and the 
tenth, arginine, is necessary for 
maximum growth.” And it is gen- 
erally acknowledged that meat is 
the food where the body can most 
easily obtain them, It would take 
a bushel basket full of turnip 
greens to furnish the body with as 
much amino acids as a fair slice 
of any ordinary meat, 


As for potatoes, I sang the vir- 
tues of the potato a week or two 
ago. It has al] the vitamins and 
iron and other minerals, and pro- 
tein and starch for energy, and 
men have lived on potatoes alone 
in health for months. Let us com- 
pare the carrot and the potato, 
You can live so far as your calo- 
ries are concerned on four pounds 
of potatoes a day, and get enough 
protein besides, 
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IT WOULD TAKE seven 
pounds of carrots to keep you go- 
ing and you’d only get half the 
protein you need, As to vitamins, 
potatoes have 7 points of Vitamin 
C to carrots 3, 165 points of Vita- 
min B to 60 for carrots. Carrots 
are away ahead on Vitamin A— 
2000 to 50. Potatoes have twice 
as much iron as carrots. 


Gravy is fat, and fat is neces- 
sary for the absorption of other 
foods. You absorb 70 per cent of 
the Vitamin A in raw carrots, but 
this drops to 50 per cent if there 
is no fat in the diet, Fat gives 
concentrated energy, it empties 
the gallbladder and promotes the 
flow of bile.

Today, the practical em- 
phasis of cotton is still apparent 
but 'there’s a flourish of festivity 
that elevates this American mate- 
rial to a new sphere in the fashion 
world, 

It takes more than a hasty 
glance at some of the cotton 
dresses on display in the St. Louis 
stores to determine their true con- 
tent. Some of the materials have 
the glint of taffeta or satin; oth- 
ers are woven with such Sine 
threads they look like the sheerest 
of silks. Unusual striped effects, 
novelty plaids and solid colored 
materials in tantalizing colors are 
among the contributions to a new 
vogue of cottons, 


When it comes to decorations, 
the designers are treating cottons 
with pronounced respect. Evening 
dresses adorned with sequins are 
not unusual] this season. Satin is 
another rich accent to gingham 
and to pique. Jeweled buttons 
adorn cotton jackets. Eyelet em- 
broidery that looks like heirloom 
needlework forms blouses, yokes 
and sleeve decorations, A sash 
that has real silk as its basis and 
flaunts its colors proudly isn’t too 
important to tie around the waist- 
line of a voile or organdy frock.
